A charge of kidnaping and murder 
was filed against young Hickman, form- 
er Sunday school and hondr high school 
student, while the intensive drive was 
pursued relentlessly for the man who 
delivered the mutilated body of the 
girl to her father Saturday night for 
$1,500 ransom. 

Developments of the Day. 

Other developments were: 

Release from jail of Milton Jakowsky, 
previously described as Hickman’s ac- 
complice; police said his morbid curi- 
osity was his only connection with the 
case. . 

Finding of a shirt with the initials 
“H. B. G.” in the apartment abandoned 
by Hickman. The torso of the slain girl, 
when recovered by police, was wrapped 
with a shirt having the same initials. 

Three druggists identified photo- 
graphs of Hickman as the man who 
rébbed them on different nights last 
month and early this month, the rob- 
er fleeing in the same type of car as 
used by the murderer. One druggist 
was forced to. give information con- 
cerning use of the drugs. 

Statements by. the janitor. at the 
apartment house led pelice to. be- 
lieve Marian Parker was killed Friday 
when the slayer made his first appoint- 
ment to meet the father, Perry H. 
Parker, to receive the ransom. 

8,000 Hunt for Slayer. 


Spurred on by the positive identifica- 
tion of Hickman as the youth respon- 
sible for the abduction and killing of 
the child, police in Los Angeles and 
Southern California pressed forward 
the hunt relentlessly. 

Eight thousand men combed Los 
Angeles and.its environs, while other 
thousands prosecuted a search through- 
out the Pacific southwest for the killer 
on whose head a reward of $100,000 
has been placed. 

“Hickman is unquestionably the man 
we want,” said police officers today in 
summarizing the situation. “We've 
completed one phase of our work; we 
have two others to complete—to catch 
Hickman and to guard him from a pos- 
sible mob.”

San Diego, Calif., Dec. 20 (A.P.).—An 
explosion, the second in less than a 
year, rocked the airplane carrier Langley 
of the United States Navy, in-the har- 
bor here. today, killing James Raynor 
Ailsworth, 41, aviation chief carpenter’s 
mate and seriously injuring four other 
men. 

Several others were reported suffering 
from minor injuries, suffered when 
blown into San Diego Bay or when 
struck down while working in the ma- 
chine shops forward of the scene the 
explosion.

REMUS NOT GUILTY 
BECAUSE INSANE, la 
FINDING OF JURORS 


Would Have Been Freed 
Had Judge Not Forbid 
an Acquittal. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, Dec. 20 (A.P.).— 
George Remus, who forsook a legal 
practice in Chicago to become the op-

After He Had Protested That it Was Not Correct. 


Hoover Charge Causes Sensation.

The accusation, directed ‘against the 
conduct of the district attorney’s 
offiee in th> case, was made in open 
court just at the moment of adjourn- 
ment and filled the little chamber with 
a heated debate that ended when Jus- 
tice Siddons solemnly warned Kidwell 
to talk to no one between then and the 
time court met today. 

Kidwell, in response to questions ad- 
dressed to him by Mr. Hoover, gave an 


affirmative answer tod several’ questions 
tending to show that pressure had been 
applied to him to influence his testi- 
mony. In replying to this charge the 
Government referred to affidavits which 
Kidwell had made last week in which 
he linked Operatives O’Reilly and Stew- 
art with conversations that he said he 
had had with outsiders during the 
progress of the Fall-Sinclair trial. 

The text of these affidavits, which 
Mr. Hoover indicated had been made 
under pressure, were later made public 
by Maj.

Robert H. Murray Asserts 
Document Procurer Told of 
Fabricated Test. 


SAYS DEALS WERE MADE 
WITH AMERICAN ENVOY 


Tells of Mexico City Meet- 
ings—Sheffield May Be 
Called by Committee.

ra ore of a sensational char- 
acter featured a hurriedly called meet~ 
ing yesterday afternoon of the special 
Senate eae investigating the al- 
leged $1,215, Mexican slush fund 
purport to set aside that amount for 
Senators Borah, Norris, LaFollette and 
Heflin, and referred to in the series of 
Mexican documents recently published 
by the newspapers of William dolph 
Hearst. 

A surprise witness testified that 
Miguel Avila, the native Mexican who 
procured the documénts for Hearst. 
had been engaged in the business of 
trafficing in documents before the 
Hearst publications began dealing with 
him, and had sold, or attempted to sell, 
at least one document which Avila 
himself admitted to be spurious. 

The same witness—Robert H, Murray, 
who has been in Mexico for sixteen 
years and is now arranging to become 
New York manager of the Bank of 
Mexico—testified that Avila told him 
that Joseph de Courcey, until recently 
Mexican correspondent of the New York 
Times, fabricated the document. 


Says Embassy Bought Paper. 


Murray likewise testified that he had 
heard that the American Embassy in 
Mexico City had been buying spurious 
documents, and that the particular 
documents which Hearst purchased 
were known to former American Ambas- 
sador Sheffield before they were sold to 
the Hearst publications. 

Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, called 
the committee meeting in the. absence 
of Senator Reed, of Pennsylvania, 
chairman, after Mr. Murray volunteered 
to give information and asked for an 
immediate hearing so he could take 
the 6 o’Clock train for Mexico City in 
accordance with his prearranged plans. 
Murray was the sole witness after the 
committee met shortly after 2 o’clock 
and remained in session until about 4. 


Was Former Newspaper Man. 


Murray, who used an earphone to 
catch the questions, was a willing and 


at times to give information which he 
felt would lead the committee far 
afield. He was, however, encouraged to 
tell all he knew on all matter bearing 
even directly on the documents. 

The witness said he left Mexico on 
October 2, having been in Mexico City 
from February 7 to that date. He was 
formerly Mexican correspondent for 
the New York World over a period of 
seven years, he said, and had at in- 
tervals been engaged in business for 
himself and had acted in an advisory 
capacity for the Mexican government in 
1921 and back in 1909. He also said 
he had aided the campaign of Gonzales 
for the presidency in 1919 by commu- 
nicating to the American State Depart- 
ment and to American business men 
the real attitude of Gonzales on mat- 
ters affecting the United States, 

“Do you know Mr. Avila?” Senator 
Robinson asked. 

“Yes, sir,” replied the witness. 
“When did you meet him?” 

“In March of this year,” 


Heard of Forged Documents. 


Murray then testified that he reached 
Mexico City on February 7 and prior 
to that time had heard from various 
sources that there were a number of 
forged documents in circulation, some 
alleged to come from the Mexican gov- 
ernment and others alleged to come 
from the Government of the United 
States. He was naturally curious about 
these reports, he said, and about ten 
days after he reached Mexico he was 
shown an alleged copy of a new year's 
message from President Calles to the 
governors of the Mexican states on the 
last page of which were observations 
on international matters and a particu- 
larly intemperate attack on the Ameri- 
can Ambassador. The Spanish was bad, 
accents were omitted and the document 
impressed Murray, he said, as obvi- 
ously suprious. The document was 
shown to him, he said, by Arthur Con- 
stantine, Mexican correspondent for the 
New York World. 

“I said to Mr. Constantine, ‘Where 
did you get this?’ ‘A man by the name 
of Avila gave it to me,’ he replied. 
‘He’s a-.wonder, he can get anything 
from any department he wants.’” 


Found Document Spurious. 


Murray said he made a careful check 
up on the document and found it to be 
spurious. 

“In the first place no such document 
was ever issued on that date by Presi- 
Calles,” the witness added. 

“I did not hear anything more, ex- 
cept in a general way, about Mr. Avila 
until April,” Murray continued. 

At that time, he said, George Seldes, 
representing the Chicago Tribune and 
@ personal friend, told him that Avila 
had called on him and offered for sale 


explained, was the alleged New Year's 
message, the other did not impress him 
particularly and the third was a photo- 
stat copy of a document containing 
Murray’s own name. 

This third document, the witness 
testified, purported to show that the 
Mexican treasury department had writ-

Warned State Department. 


Murray said he knew this document 
referring to himself was spurious be- 
cause he had had no connection with 
the El Sol Co. and he asked Seldes to 
tell him where the documents came 
from. Seldes, the -vitness said, told him 
that the documents came from Mr. 
Avila and added that they had been 
sold to th: American Embassy. Murray 
said he promptly wrote a letter to Sec-

“He didn’t want to go to the Ameri- 
can Consulate and say that the docu- 
ment he had sold to the American Em- 
bassy was bogus,” Murray volunteered. 
“Then he sald, ‘I'm In need of some 
m i? oe 

“I said, “We're all in need ot 
money, how how muéh do you re- 
quire?’” Murray testified. “He said he 
wanted $300.” Murray told the com- 
mittee he had a@ check for $25 in his 
pocket as he would have been willing 
to pay that amount but was not willing 
to pay the price asked by Avila. 

Shortly after this, Murray testified. 
he was sitting in a cafe with Avila, 
with a small table between them upon 
which rested & copy of the Néw York 
World which Murray hed previously 
purchased. Avila, Murr.y, said, took 
out a pencil and scribbed the following 
on the margin of the newspaper: 

“I. O. U. for ninety dar $300.” 


Murray Refused oney. 


Murta~ said he preserved this writ- 
ing and he produced the portion of the 
paper with the penciled writing on it 
yesterday. The committee made it part 
of the record. 

The following Sunday, Murray testi- 
fied, Avila said to him: 

“How about the money?” 

“No,” Murray said he replied. 

“Why not?” asked Avila, according to 
the witness. The date of the writing 
by Avila on the newspaper was 11:30 
a. m., June 4, 1920, according to a no- 
tation on the same sheet which Murray 
said he wrote to definitely fix the time. 

Asked about reports that the Ameri- 
can Embassy had been buying docu- 
ments, Murray replied: 

“My information is that for a long 
time subsequent to my arrival on Feb- 
ruary 7, the American Embassy wae 
in the market for this sort of atuff. It 
was common street talk.” 

“Is it true, as you told us this morn- 
ing,” asked Senator Johnson, “that 
Sheffield had all this stuff before 
Hearst did.” 

“Yes, according to my information,” 
replied Murray. 


Avila Arrested in Mexico. 


Asked to give names of persons who 
could bear out his statements, Murray 
gave the name of Ferdinand Reyher, 
magazine writer, Robin Hood, Me. 
Seldes, he said, was in Berlin. 

“Can you state where De Courcey is 
at present?” he was asked. 

“My last information about Mr. de 
Courcey is that he was in San Antonio 
in close communication with Mr. Avila. 
Avila,” Murray testified, “claims to be 
an American citizen, but carries a 
Mexican, as well as an American, paés- 

rt. 

“He was arrested twice while I was in 
Mexico,” Murray added, and the Ameri- 
can Embassy went vigorously to his res- 
cue.” ; A 

That was in July of this year, accord- 
ing to the witness. Murray expressed 
the opinion that Avila was dealing with 
the American Embassy and that the 
embassy was buying his wares. 

Asked why he regarded the document 
containing the Calles New Year's 
message @ spurious document, Murray 
said there were errors in tense and lack 
of accents. 

“My impression was that it was 
written in English and then put into 
Spanish.” 

Tells of Libel Suits. 


Both Senator Reed, of Pennsylvania, 
and Senator Robinson have questioned 
Avila about the lack of accents in the 
documents now figuring before the 
committee. 

Questioned at some length about 
himself, Murray said he has been em- 
ployed at times by the Mexican gov- 
ernment in an advisory capacity and 
that he now has a libel suit pending 
against the New York Times. He is 
also engaged in litigation against E L. 
Doheny and William F. Buckney, he 
added, the latter libel suit being based 
on charges which he said Buckney 
brought against him at the Department 
of State. 

Murray said he did not know why 
De Courcey had fabricated the docu- 


ment containing his name, but he sug- |- 


gested that there was a motive. He 
told the committee that De Courcey had 
written him “a blackmailing letter” 
and he produced a letter and showed 
it to the committee. He said he pre- 
ferred not to have the letter made part 
of the record at this time as he would 
need it in his libel action against the 
New York Times. 


Sheffield May Be Called. 


The witness said he was responsi- 
ble for having De Courcey . expelled 
from Mexico. He said that a charge 
was brought in a newspaper last May 
to the effect that he, Murray, contem- 
plated smuggling 30 or 40 crates of 
antiques and art objects out of the 
country, which act would have con- 
stituted a violation of the law. He 
investigated the origin of the story 
and found that De Courcey had been 
responsible for it, he testified. The 
Mexican government had the alterna- 
tive of arresting De Courcey or asking 
him to leave as an undesirable for- 
eigner, Murray added, and the govern- 
ment chose the latter course. 

The committee will probably sub- 
pena former Ambassador Sheffield 
and De Courcey, among othérs, next 
week when the hearings are resumed.

IN COURT CONTEST 


Annexation Row Grows Heat- 
ed When Demand for Data 
by Gloth Fails. 


WOULD HELP DEFENSE, 
CITY’S ATTORNEYS SAY 


Manager Morton, on Stand, 
Testifies Concerning Debts, 
‘Assets and Improvements. 


Annexation proceedings agianst Ar- 
lington- and Fajrfax Counties, which 
opened quietly enough yesterday in the 
Arlington County Courthouse, closed 
for the day in a bedlam of protests 


when attorneys for Alexandria refused 
to allow defense counsel access to the 
city’s budget. 

The court sustained Alexandria in its 
stand on the ground that it can not 
force a plaintiff to supply information 
to the defense. Commonwealth Attor- 
ney William C. Gloth had contended 
that examination of the budget ia re- 
quisite for the adequate cross-examina- 
tion of Alexandria’s city manager, Paul 
Morton. 

That official spent the entire day on 
the witness stand testifying to Alexan- 
dria’s resources, quoting in many in- 
stances directly from a copy of the 
budget. 

Gloth, in his protest, charged Alexan- 
dria counsel with trying to conceal por- 
tions of the document detrimental to 
their case. He declared Morton prom- 
ised to supply him with a copy of the 
budget two weeks ago and had broken 
his agreement, 


“Joke,” Says Mackey. 


Capt. Crandall Mackey, algo affiliated 
with the Arlington counsel, told the 
Court he could prove Alexandria's 
budget a “joke,” and ludicrously small 
in comparison to other cities of its 
size. His request that Morton’s copy be 
filed with the clerk was denied. 

In defense of Alexandria’s position, 
Carter Hall, speaking for the city’s 
counsel, declared the opposing counsel’s 
request “unusual” and amounted to a 
demand that Alexandria assist in prep- 
aration of a case for the defense. 

Albert Bryan, city attorney for 
Alexandria, said Morton intended to 
supply the defense with a copy of the 
budget, but “hadn’t had the time.” 

An attempt on the part of Alexandria 
to have Morton tell of extensive park- 
ways “planned” in the territory sought 
for .annexation, was blocked when 
Arlington attorneys forced the admis- 
sion that Alexandria’s city counsel has 
not provided for the park improve- 
ments, although Morton promised he 
would “recommend” it to that body. 

The city manager went on the stand 
at the outset of yesterday’s proceedings, 
which followed Gloth’s vain efforts 
Monday to hold up the case until the 
State Court of Appeals shall have acted 
on defense counsel’s application for a 
writ of prohibition, dissolving the tri- 
bunal of three circuit judges now sit- 
ting in the case. 


Shows City Connections, 


With the aid of maps portraying 
Alexandria’s sewer system, water works. 
gas plant and street layout, Morton’s 
testimony was calculated to show that 
the disputed land constitutes a com- 
plete drainage basin, further bound to 
Alexandria by a privately owned sys- 
tem of water supply and a gas plant and 
mains ready for immediate extension. 

It was held that Hoofs run, now 
draining much of the territory of its 
sewage, is a “health menace” which 
can only be remedied by the city an- 
nexing the land and building a trunk- 
line sewer. The city manager further 
declared that residents of the area con-

BOAT DWELLER FOUND 
DROWNED IN ANACOSTIA 


William C. Sharp, 77, Lived 
Alone on Motor Craft 
Anchored in River. 


DIED NEAR END OF WHARF 


An ebbing tide in the Anacostia 
River near the Benning Bridge yester- 
day revealed the body of William O. 
Sharp, 77 years old, an iron worker, 
held fast in the muddy river bottom. 
The body apparently had been sub- 
merged for 12 hours. Deputy Coroner 
Joseph Rogers issued a certificate of 
accidental drowning. 

Sharp lived alone on a motor boat 

anchored in the river. Monday night 
he went to a meeting of the Iron- 
workers Union, friends said, and left 
for his boat shortly after 12 o’clock. 
To reach his boat he had to secure a 
rowboat at Bailey’s Boathouse and row 
to the middle of the river. 
Harry Bailey, proprietor of the boat- 
house, said he believed Sharp could not 
see the end of the wharf to which the 
row boat was attached and walked into 
the river. Bailey discovered the body. 
It was standing upright in the water, 
he said. Sharp’s legs were knee deep 
in the mud at the river bottom. Har- 
bor police recovered the body and sent 
it to the morgue. 

Little is known of Sharp. He ap- 
peared in the Anacostia River about 
two months ago and anchored his boat. 
He told Bailey that he had bought the 
boat in Alexandria and took it to 
Georgetown. He stayed at Georgetown 
for several months and then decided tu 
come up the Anacostia River. Police 
said his mother and granddaughter live 
in Covington, Ky.

700 Bodies Buried; Terror 
Continues at Hankow, Wu- 
chang and Hanyang. 


Shanghai, Dec. 20 (A.P.).—The reign 
of terror in Canton in the Nationalist 
campaign to crush Bolshevism out of 
existence still is continuing, while re- 
ports from Hankow indicate executions 
are continuing in the Wuhan cities of 
Hankow, Wuchang and Hanyang. 

Conditions at Canton still are most 
serious and a further Communist coup 
to regain possession of the city is not 
extluded from the possibilities of the 
near future. 

Reports of militar, preparations by 
Chinese commanders which are consid- 
ered likely to lead to a siege of Canton 
assumed greater consistency today and 
led to the advance of Chinese troops 
under the militarists, who now control 
that city, to meet the expected danger 
from Nanking. This i. leaving the city 
unprotected and it is feared possibly 
a& prey to a new coup on the part of 
the Communists to regain control. 

The panic in Canton is growing and 
great haste is noted in the transfer- 
ence of valuable property to he foreign 
district of Shameen Island for safety. 
There has been a considerable exodus 
to Hongkong and elsewhere. 


Four Girls Executed 


Hankow dispatches today told of the 
execution of more than 20 Chinese reds, 
including four bobbed-haired. girls, over 
the week end. 

“Down wit imperialism!” one of the 
girls shouted before she was executed 
while a mob of soldiers and coolies 
which had gathered shouted, “Kill the 
communists, dow: with bolshevism!” 

Advices from Japanese sources say 
communist executions still going on 
at Canton average more than 100 
daily and that bodies are scattered 
about the streets. The bodies of 12 
Soviet consular officials were said to 
be lying in front of the peace preserva- 
tion bureau. 

About 50C bodies were buried by 
Chinese hospital authorities, while 200 
were buried by the police and charita- 
ble organizations. The burned areas 
in Canton “are desolate, nothing re- 
maining except shattered walls here 
and there. Canton itself is now under 
control of Gen. Chang Fak Wei, who 
is being opposed by Gen. Li-Chai- 
Sun, one-time dictator of the city.

Subiaco, Ark., Dec. 20 (A.P.).—Sub- 
iaco Abbey, Catholic monastery and 
college conducted by the Benedictine 
Fathers here, was destroyed by fire to- 
night.

Approval Follows Speech De- 
claring Mediterranean, Con- 
trol Must Be Retained.

Paris, Dec. 20.—‘‘Regardless of the 
peaceful intentions toward Italy, France 
niust have mastery of the Mediterranean, 
and can not sacrifice its position under 
any circumstances.”’ 

This sentiment, uttered on the floor 
of the Chamber of Deputies today by 
Victor Bremond and applauded violently 
by a large majority of the deputies, re- 
sulted in the easy passage of the new 
naval program envisaging one cruiser, 
five destroyers and five submarines of 
the first class, besides numerous. small 
miscellaneous craft.

GERMANY ENFORCES 
STEEL ARBITRATION 


Neither Workers Nor Owners 
Satisfied by Terms 
of Award. 


Berlin, Dec. 20 (A.P.).—The ministry 
of labor has made binding upon indus- 
trialists and workefs the official arbi- 
trators’ decision regarding hours and 
wages in the steel and iron industry.

“We want your suggestions, not in a 
general, but a specific sense.” 

Magruder offered to supply specific 
figures on certain questions asked but 
Britten declared that the committee 
could obtain the information from 
books. 

“We would rather get it from you as 
you have been in the limelight as a 
great naval expert,” Britten continued. 

“I take exception to that,” replied 
Magruder. |

NO NOMINATE SMITH 


SYS NODMAN MACK 


Former. Democratic National 
Chairman Would Let Voters 
Settle Church Question. 
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CLEVELAND IN LEAD 
AS CONVENTION CITY

Money Expected to Be Plenti- 
ful for Party if New Yorker 
ls Named. 


By CARLISLE BARGERON. 


The thing for the Democratic Party 
to do is'to nominate Gov. Smith and 
let the voters of the country settle the 
question of whether religion is a politi- 
cal issue, Norman E. Mack, former 
chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee, declared yesterday. Mr. 
Mack, here on private business, said he 
was convinced that Smtih will be the 
nominee, and -will be elected. 

“Very few people doubt that he can 
carry New York in 1928 ‘if he is nomi- 
nated for the Presidency, which I am 
confident he will be,” Mr. Mack added. 
And with his election, Mack said, the 
“‘so-Called religious issue * * * will be 
dead forever.” 

Mack arrived in the city just as plans 
have been virtually completed for the 
gathering of the national committee 
here Janugry 12 and the Jackson Day 
dinner that is to accompany it. No 
definite list of speakers for the dinner 
hag yet been formulated, but it is defi- 
nitely known that Smith will not ac- 
cept the invitation tendered to him to 
be one. Whether any of his close 
friends will speak will largely hinge 
upon the complexion of the other 
speakers. 


Cleveland Takes Lead. 


Cleveland is being most prominently 
mentioned as a possible convention 
city, but no financial offer acceptable 
to the Democrats has come from that 
city or appears to be in the making. 
The city is willing to underwrite the 
expenses of the convention, the same 
offer it made to the Republicans and 
which was satisfactory. But the Demo- 
crats have always demanded a financia! 
offer over and above the guarantee of 
actual expenses. San Francisco and De- 
troit are the only cities willing to make 
an offer of this kind, and the latter was 
recently unsuccessful in its fight to get 
the Republican meeting because of its 
proximity to Windsor, Ontario. 

It is believed the Democrats will 
look upon this proximity with even 
more of a scorn because the nomina- 
tion of a wet candidate would be about 
as far as they would want to go at one 
convention. They would hardly want 
to accentuate the wet question by 
meeting in now mationally known wet 
surroundings and, nominating a wet 
candidate, too. 

It is questionable as to whether 
Smith’s managers would want to go 
all the way to San Francisco. His cause 
would be best served, it is believed, by 
the presence of the actual. delegates, 
rather than proxies. There will be a 
time when he will want to break into 
some of the anti-Smith States, and if 
these delegations are represented large- 
ly by proxy it might militate against 
him. It brings the question down, of 
course, as to just where the Democrats 
will go. 


Confident as to Money. 


There have been some suggestions 
that Smith’s friends might put up 
enough money to take the convention 
to Cleveland or some place desirable 
to him, yet not interested to the extent 
of making an out-and-out financial 
bid. It is venerally accepted that as 
long as the Democrats go with Smith, 
money will not be their worry, as it has 
been in the past. With his nomina- 
tion, in fact, it is believed the party 
would have more money for a campaign 
than it has ever had_ before. 

Mack, for that matter, can not see 
aged acy Der ocrats have any problems 
at all. 

“The matter appears to be very 
simple,” he said. 

“There are several good men men- 
tioned from different States, but the 
Empire State, the greatest in the Union, 
has a@ man that no one will doubt is 
the outstanding figure in the Demo- 
cratic party today. One of the reasons 
is that he was elected governor four 
times of the State which contains 10 per 
cent of the American people. The first 
time in 1918, by 18,000. In 1920 he was 
defeated after running a million ahead 
of his ticket, only by 70,000. In 1922 
he was nominated and for the third 
time carried the State by 387,000 
against one of the ablest governors 
New York has had in many years, Hon. 
Nathan Miller. 


Cites Smith Ma/jorities. 


“He was renominated for the fourth 
term in 1924 and was elected by over 
100,000. Last year, in 1926, he was 
nominated for the fifth time and ¢car- 
ried the State by 247,000 against Ogden 
Mills, an excellent campaigner and a 
man of standing and ability. Senator 
Wagner was also elected with the gov- 
ernor. Gov. Smith carried the city of 
New York by 500,000 and at the same 
time Senator Wagner, a Methodist, car- 
ried the city by almost as large a ma- 
jority. By these notable victories Gov. 
Smith has turned a known Republican 
State into a Democratic State. Very 
few people doubt that he can carry 
New York in 1928 if he is nominated for 
the Presidency, which I am confident 
he will be. There is only one thing for 
the Democratic Party to do and that is 
to nominate Gov.

BERGDOLL BAN VOTED

House Bars Benefits to Draft 
Evader in Approving U. S. 
German Settlement. 


(Associated Press.) 

After approving an amendment 
which would prohibit Grover Cleve- 
iand Bergdoll, notorious draft dodger, 
from benefiting by its provisions, the 
House yesterday passed a bill to pro- 


vide for settlement of all German gnd 
American claims arising from the war. 

For the second time in aS many years 
the measure now goes to the Senate. 
Last session it failed to come to a vote 
in the Senate. 

The House vote yesterday was 223 to 
26 for acceptance of the bill in virtu- 
ally the same form as passed last year, 
and as recommended by the ways and 
means committec. 

All claim not exceeding $100,000 
held by American citizens against Ger- 

nany would be paid immediately, un- 
der the terms of the bill, and 80 per 
cent of German property stiil held by 
the United States would be returned at 
once. An ap dropriation of $100,000,000 
would be authorized, half of which 
would be applied at once to settlement 
of German claims resulting from seiz- 
ure of ships, radio stations and patents 
during the war. All claims of the citi- 
zens of both countries would ultimately 
be paid, and the 20 per cent of German 
property retained would ultimately be 
restored. 

The Bergdoll amendment, offered by

OUTLINES HIS CLAIMS 
IN PRESIDENTIAL RACE 


Asserts Stand Is Prompted by 
Reports Senator Is Out 
of 1928 Fight. 


(Associated Press.) 

With his friends actively seeking the 
Democratic presidential nomination for 
him, Senator James A. Reed, of Mis- 
souri, will not under any circumstances 
again become a candidate for the Sen- 
ate, Samuel W. Fordyce, chairman of 


the Missouri Democratic State commit- 
tee, declared here yesterday in a formal, 
statement. 

“I am issuing this statement at this 
time because of persistent rumors, 
started presumably by certain metro- 
politan newspapers, that Senator Reed 
is not seeking the nomination for 
President,” Mr. Fordyce said after a visit 
to Senator Reed at his office at the 
Capitol. 

“While it is perfectly true that he is 
not seeking the nomination, I wish to 
state most.emphatically that his friends 
are seeking it for him and that he is 
cognizant of the fact.” 


Will Not Seek Senate Place. 


Chairman Fordyce said that great 
pressure had been brought to persuade 
Senator Reed to also file for renomina- 
tion to the Senate, which under the 
Missouri law must be done in June, 
1928, and added: 

“I can state, however, that he will 
not under any circumstances again be- 
come a candidate for the Senate.” 

Mr. Fordyce declared that he and 
other friends of the senator would do 
everything in their power “to acquaint 
the people with Senator Reed’s record 
and to explain the reasons for our firm 
conviction that he can be nominated 
and will be elected.” The chairman 
then added: 

“Of partisan Democrats and inde- 
pendent voters who believe. in the 
fundamental principles on which the 
Democratic party was founded, we ask 
the following questions: 

“What other Democrat can surely 
carry Missouri, as well as the solid 
South, in 1928?,.

Brought Before House. 


While rescue work at the spot where 
the submarine went down Saturday 
afternoon was virtually at a standstill, 
due to weather conditions which made 
impossible work by either divers or 
ships, the latest disaster in undersea 
craft was brought up in the House of 
Representatives. 

Representative Griffin (New York), 
introduced a resolution providing for | 
a congressional investigation of the 
sinking of the S-4 and the 8-51, which 
in 1925. The 
investigation would deal also with 
safety devices now installed on sub- 
marines and on methods of raising 
such crafts when they are crippled. 

Another resolution touching on the 


gmatter was introduced by Represen- 


tative Douglass, of Massachusetts, call- 
ing upon the Navy Department to sub- 
mit to Congress recommendations on 
the stationing near the scene of sub- 
marine operations adequate equipment 
to save the submarines and their crews 
in the event of accident. 

Senator Hale, chairman of the Sen- 
ate naval committee, who held a con- 
ference with Admiral Charles F. 
Hughes, chief of naval operations, and 
activity in charge of rescue measures, 
said that there is no need for a con- 
gressional inquiry. He added that the 
accident seemed unavoidable and ex- 
pressed confidence that the Navy was 
doing everything possible to rescue the 
men and raise the ship.

The torpedo tubes are about 21 inches 
in diameter and 21 feet long. Such 
an escape would involve the closing the 
inside valve after climbing into the 
tube, opening the outside valve, then 
struggling through the slippery, shiny 
barrel against the great pressure of 
the water at the 100-foot depth, to be 
thrown to surface by the pressure. 

The continued rough weather made 
salvage work impossible all day, and 
it was, unlikely that diving would be 
'resuméd tonight. A thermometer sent 
‘down to the “100- foot depth, at which 
the S-4 lies, registered 34 degrees, only 
two degrees above freezing point. It 
was believed that the temperature 
within the unheated huli of the ‘sub- 
marine would be as low. 

The mine sweeper Falcon, flagship of 
the salvage fleet, came into Province- 
town Harbor for a short time late to- 
day to make a change of personnel. 
About 30 of those on board were trans- 
ferred and their places were taken by 
25 experienced deep-sea divers, some of 
these being Naval Reservists. 

No Chance, Say Divers. 

Veteran divers, some of whom had 
worked in the §-51 operations, said 
frankly that there was “not a chance” 
for the six men left on the S-4.

COMMUNITY CENTERS. 


Washington has just celebrated the tenth 


| anniversary of the creation of the community 


center department. Each year since 1917 the 


have enjoyed healthy 
growth. They have become part of the social 
life of the city. They have carried to adults 
benefits that otherwise they could not have 
received. 

Schools community are established 
primarily to care for the educational needs of 
children. Until comparatively recently they 
were utilized only part of each day. Standing 
idle through more than half of the 24-hour 
period, they represented during the rest of the 
day an economic loss to the community. The 
community center, however, threw open the 
schools to the public. Their daytime function 
fulfilled, they were put to work to give adults 
a place in which to congregate. 

The tenth anniversary of the inauguration 
of this movement in Washington is an auspi- 
cious occasion. Surely in no other American 
community has the community center found 
fuller expression or higher development. 
Local schools are part and parcel of every local 
community. They are the meeting places, 
usually, of the civic associations. They, are 
recreative and gymnastic centers of Washing- 
ton’s adult population, which, were the schools 
not available, would be forced to neglect this 
factor in healthy living. 
the past ten years has been phenomenal. The 
coming decade undoubtedly will witness an 
even greater progress in the community center 
movement.

UNLAWFUL SEARCH. 


Not only have individual members of the 
Rhode Island Legislature announced that they 
will introduce a_ bill to outlaw’ prohibition 
snooping by inspectors of gas and electric 
meters, but the House of Representatives al- 
ready. has received a bill along similar lines. 
Representative Cochran, of Missouri, introduced 
on Monday an act designed to punish any indi- 
vidual who commits any act, or aid, abets, coun- 
sels, commands, induces or procures evidence 


in violation of the fourth. amendment to the 


Constitytion. The bill probably is foredoomed 
to failure. Nevertheless it stands in evidence 
against tactics such as those in charge of pro- 
hibition enforcement, frequently try to bring in- 
to play. 

The eighteenth amendment is no more sacred 
than any other. It stands as part of the Con- 
stitution, demanding support and enforcement, 
but calling for no preferential treatment. That 
it is violated frequently may mean that more 
effort should be concentrated on its enforce- 
ment than on any other, but, at the same time, 
it does not mean that it may be enforced 
through the violation of other equally im- 
portant provisions. 

The Rhode Island case arose through an 


‘order promulgated by the president of a local 


public utilities corporation, acting with the 
knowledge of the Department of Justice, call- 
ing upon his meter inspectors to report any 
apparent violations of the prohibition laws they 
might stumble upon during the daily rounds 
of duty. The order was issued in the face of 
the constitutional guarantee of the right of the 
people ‘‘to be secure in their persons, houses, 
papers and _ effects against unreasonable 
searches and seizures.” 

The order, issued in a moment of overzéal- 
ousness, probably will die its natural death. 
Certainly no further legislation is needed, 
guaranteeing con- 
stitutional rights that have been inviolable, 
theoretically, at least, down through the years, 
An aroused public opinion is far more effec- 
tive than legislation such as Representative 
Cochran has introduced. Reports are that 
Rhode Island is indignant over the scheme, 
and this being the case, there is little reason 
to fear that anything ever will come of it.

‘As the development of electric power plants 
increases, the use of eléctricity for heating and 
cooking purposes is certain to increase. Once 
installed, electricity is in no danger of giving 
way to anthracite or any other fuel. 

The wastefulness of coal burning for domes- 
tic heating purposes, whether the coal be hard 
or soft, has long been recognized. Today the 
gas associations aré constantly‘on the alert for 


‘means of developing the use of their products. 


This year 156 companies that are members of 
the American Gas Association .reported that 
they have installed heating plants in the homes 
of customers who formerly used gas:for illumi-’ 
nation only. Last year only 71 companies were 
selling such service. 

Not only in homes are gas and electricity 
rapidly superseding coal, but in many lines of 
industry the substitution has been made. The 
greatest development in this direction would 
seem to be in Chicago’s industrial district, 
which now has eight interconnections with 
neighboring supply systems, aceording to Na- 
tion’s Business. Serving the West Side of Chi- 
cago is a tube 22 miles lomg and 4 feet in 
diameter through which flows 100,000,000 feet 
every 24 hours. Twenty-five per cent of all 
gas sold in 1926 was used in industries. 

All of whieh means that the time is ap- 
proaching when fuel waste will be reduced to 
the minimum, and coal, instead of being trans- 
ported long distances by rail, will be converted 
into gas. and electricity and _ distributed 
throughout the country in such form as to ‘fur- 
nish power, heat and light with the least pos- 
sible cost of transportation. 


A NEW SAFETY FUEL 

Both France and England are showing the 
greatest interest in a new safety fuel for inter- 
nal combustion engines, developed by a French- 
man. Recently an airplane was driven from 
Paris to London, its tanks filled with the new 
fuel. A sample drawn at the British airport ex- 
tinguished a match instead of being ignited by 
it. Poured upon a red-hot stove, it gave off 
a puff of white vapor, but did not catch fire. 
A piece of blotting paper, saturated with the 
fuel, burned slowly, but did not flare up with 
explosive violence, like gasoline, 

The French Air Union plans to utilize the 
new fuel in all planes operated on ‘the Lon- 
don-Paris route after February 1. The British 
air ministry is investigating its possibilities and 
practicabilities with the view of adopting it as 
standard for all military planes. 

Not only the airplane, however, but all in- 
ternal combustion ‘engines would be better 
served with a safer fuel. in the automobile 
the dangers of gasoline fire or explosion are 
not great. Yet the storage of gasoline in large 
quantities in garages and service stations is 
attended with a certain fire hazard, and if 
the new fuel could be produced as cheaply as 
gasoline it would rapidly find favor. In air- 
planes, however, a safety fuel will find quick 
adoption, no matter what its cost. Fire is too 
great a hazard in every crash not to make its 
prevention necessary if possible. If the safety 
fuel developed by the French is all that they 
claim, the future may witness airplanes and 
dirigibles, so designed that in the event of fire 
the contents of the fuel tanks can be sprayed 
over every part that is in the slightest degree 
combustible. 


THE WEEK’S WEATHER. 

Herbert Janvrin Browne is up to his old 
tricks. Long a Weather Bureau baiter, time 
and again he has called attention to the fact 
that: Uncle am’s prognosticators of mete- 
orological changes are weak in short-range 
forecasting and entirely impotent in the mat- 
ter of long-range predictions. | ? 

Mr.. Browne’s latest effusion is made in de- 
fense of a coworker, H. H. Clayton, of Canton, 
Mass. The associated industries of Massachu- 
setts, says Mr. Browne, recently completed a 
comparison of the forecasting provided by the 
Government as compared to that done by Mr. 
Clayton. The Weather Bureau forecast ap- 
pears daily in Boston, he points out, nineteen 
hours before the start of the next business day. 
The Clayton forecast is rendered in a 7-day 
report, or an average over the week of 89 
hours in advance of the start of the next 
business day. The Clayton weekly forecasts, 
says Mr. Browne,: were found to be 66 and 63 
per cent absolutely correct in respect to tem- 
perature and precipitation, whereas the Weath- 
er Bureau’s daily forecasts were, respectively, 
‘but 40 per cent and 47.7 per cent correct. 

. Long range weather forecasting would be of 
great value to the entire country if it could 
be made practicable. Aviators, farmers, ship- 
pers, merchants and every class of industry or 
activity could manage their affairs better if 
they could know far enough in advance exactly 
what sort of weather to expect. 

If it is possible’ to forecast weather a week 
or more in advance, the United States Weather 
Bureau ought to provide such service to the 
public. How about it, Dr. Jardine? 


BOMBING A BRIDGE. 


The controversy over the effectiveness of 
the airplane as a weapon of attack may be re- 
opened as a result of the record made by Army 
aviators endeavoring to bomb.the Swift Island 
Bridge over the Peedee River, near Albe- 


Marle, N. C. The tests are scheduled to con- 


tinue six days, and only the first day’s report 
has been received.

Judge Holds Man Guilty After; Says Refusal to Fight Would 


End League and. Lo- 
carno Treaties. 


‘IS RELUCTANT IN RULING|SEES DANGER OF ATTACK 


London, Dec. 20 (A.P.).—Widespread 
refusal of Britons to bear arms would 
cause the collapse of the League of 
Nations and the Locarno treaties, said 
Premier Stanley Baldwin today in re- 
ply to a recent Laborite “peace letter” 
signed by 128,770 persons who declared 
they would refuse to support any gov- 
ernment resorting to arms. 


The letter was presented to the pre- 
mier December 8 by Arthur Ponsonby, 
Labor member of the House of Com- 
mons. 

The league and the Locarno tr2aties 
would be affected if the attitude of whe 
were widely adopted in Great 
Britain, according to the premier, since 
the British army and navy would cease 
to exist, consequently crippling the 
forces necessary to pretect these under- 
takings. ‘ 

Moreover, the premier declared, such 
a total disarmament of England would 
invite attack and England would lose 
her colonies, her commerce would de- 
cline and she would become a prey to 
unemployment and famine. He said he 
was unable to see how the cause of 
peace would be served by rendering 
Great Britain impotent, her armaments 
already being reduced below pre-war 
level, and it was hoped to reduce her 
armaments still further by common 
agreement with other powers. 


GREEN SEES BIG PLOT

Attacks Pending Injunction

New York, Dec. 20 (A.P.).—William 
Green, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, declared tonight that 
a nation-wide conspiracy of antiunion 
employers to destroy union labor is be- 
hind the pending injunction suit of 
the Interborough Rapid Transit Co.

He said that the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers must be aware 
of what he termed the momentus is- 
sues involved in the injunction suit 
which, he said, if won by the company 
would create a judicial precedent that 
would establish company unions and 
the injunction in a most advantageous 
position as against all the American 
Federation of Labor organizations.

NEW TRIAL TO BE HELD 


Richmond Man, Accused of 
Killing Divorcee, to Face 
Court in April. 


Richmond, Va., Dec. 20 (A.P.).—The 
jury in the trial of John W. Faison, 
charged with murdering Mrs. Elsie 
Holt Snipes, a divorcee, reported to 
Judge Kirk Mathews, in hustings court, 
at 1:05 o’clock today that it was hope- 
lessly divided.

Jones was sent to the United States 
Senate. winning the election over 
Frank A. Hubbell (Republican), and W.

South (Dealer) should bid one No 
Trump. He has far more than enough 
strength to justify this declaration. At 
Contract, with this hand, South would 
bid two No Trumps; but at Auction 
Bridge there is no sound reason for 
him to start with a bid of more than 
one. 

After West’s pass, North should. bid 
two Spades. This bid isnot made because 
a No Trump necessarily should be taken 
out with a five-card suit—even a strong 
one! No Trump is the shortest road to 
the goal (game) and should be overcall- 
ed with a Major only when the take-out 
bid will give the original bidder a valu- 
able option between No Trump and the 
Major that is named, With Major suit 
weakness, the partner of the No Trump- 
er should pass; but this hand has amply 
sufficient strength to justify offering 
the option. 

After East’s pass, South would be 
thoroughly justified either in passing 
North’s two Spades or bidding two No 
Trumps. As North’s Spades were bid 
with strength (we are assuming that 
he is a sound bidder), the game prob- 
ably can be made at eitther Spades or 
No Trump; but with two stoppers in 
each of the other suits, with a South 
hand which contains the ideal No 
Trump distribution, with the assurance 
that North has the Spades thoroughly 
taken care Of and has assistance for 
the No Trump either in the Spades or 
on the side or both, a No Trump rebid 
by South would seem to promise more 
profitable results: than a pass.

TODAY’S HANDS. 
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Radio Bridge 


The large radio audience who are in- 
terested in the Work-Whitehead weekly 
Bridge Games were given an insight 
into expert bidding in the eighth game 


of this season, presented last night from 
station WRC. 


Mr. G. H. Levy, of Hamilton, Ontario, 
one of Canada’s keenest students and 


foremost players, who also is noted 
throughout the Bridge world, was the 
dealer (South). He opened the bidding 
with one Club on these cards: Spades, 
Q; Hearts, K, 10, 2; Diamonds, K, 7, 4: 
Clubs, K, Q, J, 10; 7,5. Following mod- 
ern practice he bid his Club suit instead 
of No Trump, more because of his 
singleton Spade than because he lacked 
an Ace. Granted the values and dis- 
tribution that would warrant a No 
Trump, the fact that a hand does not 
contain an Ace is no valid reasons why 
a No Trump should not be bid. 

Mrs. Ella G. Pimm, of Montreal, an- 
other Canadian who,has won Auction 
Bridge fame as a player, teacher and 
writer, had the West seat at this Radio 
Game. Her cards were: Spades, K, J, 
10, 9, 6, 5; Hearts, A, J; Diamonds, J, 
8, 3; Cluts, 9, 2. Although her hand 
lacked slightly the high card values 
necessary for an original bid, it was 
much stronger than necessary for a de- 
fensive bid. ae said one Spade. 

Mr. Whitehedd, North, held: Spades, 
8, 4,3; Hearts, 9, 7, 6, 3; Diamonds, 
A, Q, 10; Clubs, 8, 4, 3. Though he held 
normal expectancy in Clubs, his hand 
lacked the supporting tricks requisite 
for a first round assist. Therefore he 
passed, 

Mr. Work, East, had: Spades, A, 7, 2; 
Hearts, Q, 8, 5, 4; Diamonds, 9, 6, 5, 2; 
Clubs, A, 6. He had a good assist for 
his partner, but of course passed as he 
was not called upon to bid. 

Mr. Levy went to two Clubs. Count- 
ing one of his Kings as a probable win- 
ner and five probable tricks in Clubs, 
he held the minimum of six probable 
tricks required for a rebid without 
hearing from partner. Mrs. Pimm said 
two Spades, basing her bid oni the fact 
that she had greater strength than was 
shown by her first bid; also on the fact 
that she believed the opponents could 
make their bid. Mr. Whitehead again 
passed. Although his partner, by re- 
bidding Clubs, had shown six probable 
tricks in his own hand with Clubs as 
trumps, Mr. Whitehead did not hold 
sufficient strength to justify his bid- 
ding three Clubs. Mr. Work passed. He 
still had no occasion to show his 
ability to assist his partner. 


Mr. Whitehead Explains Bids. 


Mr. Levy bid three Clubs, a clear 
overbid of one trick. However, this 
overbid was fully justified by his com- 
pensating 80 honors. Mrs. Pimm 
passed, as she had already slightly 
overbid her hand. Mr. Whitehead also 
passed. Mr. Work bid three Spades. His 
two Aces were more than sufficient 
for an assist after his partner had 
rebid. 

Mr. Levy and Mrs. Pimm both passed. 
Mr. Whitehead bid four Clubs, Until 
his partner had rebid twice, Mr. White- 
head’s holding did not justify an as- 
sist; but after two rebids, th? assist 
was both sound and essential. Mr. 
Work went to four Spades, a second 
assist warranted by reason of his hold- 
ing and the bidding. In explanation 
of this bid, Mr. Whitehead, in his com- 
ments on the bidding of the entire 
hand, said:

This could be done 
only if the King of Hearts were held by 
South, Mr. Levy, at the top of a three- 
card suit. With this distribution, the 
Heart finesse would be successful and 
a third round of the suit woul’ drop 
the King and establish the Queen. 

Dummy being in the lead, the Heart 
finesse could be taken immediately. If 
it succeeded the Ace could be led. It 
would then be necessary tO enter Dum- 
my again for another Heart lead. If 
the King then dropped, still another 
entry into Dummy would be necessary 
to make the established Queen. These 
two needed entries could be only in 
the trump suit. With an even break 
of the adverse trumps, both the Ace 
and 7 of Clubs could be used as- atries. 

Her plans perfected, Mrs. Pimm led 
Dummy’s 4 of Hearts.

His Excellency, Sefior don Manuel G. Masias, Minister of Finance 
of the Republic of Peru, has summarized his letier to us as follows: 


Purpose of the Loan: 


ad 


These bonds will constitute the first series of a Peruvian National Loan which has 
been authorized for the purpose, among others, of refunding the entire external 
secured debt of the Republic. The proceeds of this first series will be used primarily for retiring by purchase or 
redemption certain of the external secured loans or obligations of the Republic the service charges on which are com- 
paratively high. The remainder of the proceeds of this first series will be used for (1) the repayment of short term 
interim indebtedness of the Republic contracted for objects included within the purposes of the Loan, (2) the estab- 
lishment of a gold exchange fund to be utilized to assist the stabilization of the Peruvian national currency, (3) 
the payment of the Republic’s share of the capital of the Mortgage Bank of Peru, soon to be created, (4) the con- 
struction and improvement of dock and shipping facilities in the harbor of Callao and (5) the carrying forward 
of public works now under construction. The bonds will be issued under a Fiscal Agency and Loan Agreement which 
will provide for the issue of additional series of the Loan under specified restrictions. 


Security: 


These bonds will be direct obligations of the Republic of Peru, which will pledge its full faith and 
credit for the payment thereof and which will covenant, among other things, so long as any bonds of 
the Peruvian National Loan are outstanding, (1) not to issue or guarantee any loan or obligations secured by a 
lien on specific revenues nor, without the consent of the Fiscal Agents, on specific assets, unless prior thereto bonds 
of the Peruvian National Loan of all series shall be given a lien on such revenues or assets, subject only to existing 
liens, if any,'and (2) if it shall issue or guarantee any funded debt, secured or unsecured, whereby the maximum 
annual service charges on the entire funded debt, external and internal, and not repurchased and held for retire- 
ment, are increased to more than one-third of the average annual gross revenues for the three fiscal years next 
preceding the date of such issue or guaranty, then all revenues collected by or deposited with the Caja de 
Depositos y Consignaciones (referred to below) shall automatically become subject to a lien in favor of the bonds 
of the Peruvian National Loan, subject only to already existing liens, if any. 

The Republic has made provision by law for the collection by or deposit with the Caja de Depositos y 
Consignaciones, effective January 1, 1928, of a substantial part of its revenues, and the Caja has covenanted 
to apply the available revenues received by it each month to the payment to the Fiscal Agents of the monthly 
service charges for all bonds of the Peruvian National Loan of all series outstanding before paying over any sums 
to the Republic. Pursuant to such provision, it is contemplated that the Caja will shortly commence to collect or 
receive the deposit of revenues which averaged, for the three year period 1924, 1925 and 1926, $17,126,376 per 
annum, of which there will be available for the service of the first series bonds revenues which averaged annually 
for this three year period $14,224,155, or 4.06 times, and in 1926 amounted to $17,180,660, or 4.90 times, the 
annual service charge of $3,500,000 on the first series bonds. 


General: The Republic of Peru is the third largest country in South America and has a population estimated 
——————-—= at 6,000,000. It is rich in mineral and agricultural resources. It is the world’s third largest producer 
of silver and for many years it has exported large quantities of low cost copper. Its petroleum resources, considered 
of great potential value, are being rapidly developed by capital from the United States and other foreign countries. 
A wide range of climatic conditions results in diversified agricultural production. 

The total public debt of the Republic as of June 30, 1927 was $82,174,967 (exclusive of $1,500,600 municipal 
debt, guaranteed by the Republic), or about $14 per capita, of which $63,161,605 was external debt and $19,013,362 
internal debt (conversion of Peruvian pounds made at the average rate of exchange for the first six months of 
1927). The total annual service charges on the external debt were, before this issue, approximately $6,620,417, or 
about 17% of the Republic’s revenues for 1926, and on the entire funded debt $8,056,992, or less than 21% of 

the 1926 revenues. The plan tentatively agreed upon by the Republic and Fiscal Agents\for the retirement of 
external loans and obligations with part of the proceeds of this first series results in an increase of less than 
$215,000 in the annual debt service of the Republic by reason of this issue. 

Total expenditures of the Republic for 1923, 1924, 1925 and 1926, including both ordinary and extraordinary 
expenditures but excluding expenditures for capital purposes, averaged annually $37,048,991, (conversions made 
at the average rates of exchange for the respective years), and total revenues, excluding the proceeds of loans, 
averaged for the same years $36,745,954. 


Note: Conversions of Peruvian pounds into dollars have, unless otherwise stated, been made at the rate of $3.94 per Peruvian pound, the average rate for 1924, 
1925 and 1926. The present value of the Peruvian pound is about $3.94. Conversions of pounds sterling have been made at the rate of $4.8665 per pound sterling.

Army’sGrid Stand Defended 
By Morin on Floor of House 


Adoption of 3-Year Eligibility Rule Would Be 
Violation of Democratic Spirit at West 
Point, Penna. Representative Holds. 


EST POINT’S stand in the sever- 
W ance of football relations with 
the Naval Academy was defend- 


ed yesterday on the floor of the House 
by Representative Morin, of Pennsyl- 
vania, chairman of the House military 
affairs committee. 

Representative Morin, in championing 
the cause of the Army institution, con- 
tinued the “taking” sides which was 
inaugurated in Congress oh Monday 
when Representative Fred A. Britten, 
chairman fo the naval affairs commit- 
tee, and Representative Hamilton Fish 
defended the Naval Academy’s posi- 
tion, demanding equality in athletic 
eligibility rules and branding the 
Army’s code as unfair. Representative 
Morin’s address indicates that House 
members are aligned with either team 
in accordance with their respective com- 
mittee affiliations. 


Adoption by West Point of the 3- 
year rule proposed by Navy would 
be a direct violation of the demo- 
cratic spirit of the Army Cadet 
Corps, Representative. Morin de- 
clared, pointing out that former 
college athletes enrolled at West 
Point would not be allowed, under 
the 3-year rule, the same freedom 
in athletics that is accorded the re- 
mainder of the cadets. 


Representative Morin said: 

“JT strongly approve the attitude 
which the superintendent of the Mili- 
tary Academy, Maj. Gen. Winans, has 
taken on this question, ‘and I will sup- 
port him in it to the end,” Mr. Morin 
said. “He is exactly right. 

“From my knowledge of West Point, 


1 believe that the adoption by West 
Point of any eligibility rules, such as 
those proposed by the superintendent 
of the academy, dre not only entirely 
unnecessary in order to preserve ath- 
letics at West Point on the basis of 
purely amateur sports, but I am con- 
vinced that the adoption of such rules 
by West Point would be a direct vio- 
lation of that democratic spirit in the 
corps of cadets which has for years 
been one of the outstanding character- 
istics of West Point. 

“Every cadet at West Point has exactly 
the same rights, privileges, opporturj- 
ties, prohibitions and restrictions that 
his classmates have. 


“Each man makes his own posi- 
tion by his own efforts. If a cadet 
coming to West Point has been 
graduated first in his class at Yale 
or Harvard he is entitled to first 
place in his class at West Point 
only if he can make it. No handi- 
cap is placed upon him because of 
his previous brilliant academic rec- 
ord. 


“At the same time no advantage is 
given except that which he himself 
earns. If he were a ‘Red Grange’ before 
he entered West Point, he is entitled to 
be on the West Point Football Team 
only if he can make it. No handicap is 
placed on him because of his brilliant 
athletic record, and no advantage is 
given except that which he himself 
earns. 

“West Point can not adopt any rule 
which will discriminate against any of 
her cadets. She must continue to guar- 
antee to her cadets the equality of 
treatment they have always enjoyed.”

ROFESSIONAL basketball, as ex-

ones game. 

\ It will be interesting to watch the 
work of the Georgetown University 
Team this year against other college 
quintets at the Arcadia, since the team 

coached by Elmer Ripley, veteran 
guard of the Palace Club and a mentor 
of many years service in the pro- 
fessional game wherever it has flourish- 
ed. Ripley takes charge of basketball 
at the Hilltop at a time when the sport 
had been on the wane there, in com- 
parison to the attention given to foot- 
ball, track and baseball, but has found 
available some very promising material 
that made up the freshman squad of 
last season and the outlook for a suc- 
cessful season seems bright. 

Though . the schedule as _ already 
given out does not contain the num- 
ber of games indulged in by other 
varsity teams, such as Maryland, 
Catholic University and American Uni- 
versity, it is to be expected that next 
year the sport will be taken up on a 
large scale. The decision of the au- 
thorities to stage the home games at 


the Arcadia this winter was a fine one, 
since Ryan gym, where the contests 
have been put on, was hardly accepta- 
ble both because of its limited seating 
capacity and its distance from the cen- 
ter of the city. 


Georgetown does not open his sched- 
ule until after the Christmas holidays, 
but the squad has been gradually 
rounding into shape and has had fre- 
quest scrimmages with the local pro 
team, whose style of play they are yohe 
pected to emulate, with its more de- 
liberate control of the ball, its block- 
ing and cutting and man-to-man de- 
fense. 

Professional players have been suc- 
cessful recently in their efforts to teach 
the game to collegians, as witness Nat 
Holman’s work with City College of 
New York and the late Joe Fogarty’s 
success at Yale. Fogarty won the cham- 
pionship of the Eastern Collegiate 
League in his first season at Yalc, 
though finishing in the cellar the fol- 
lowing year, due to the loss of prac- 


tically all his squad and his own ill 


health. Holman’s teams are always up 
with the leaders around New York. 

In securing Ripley, Georgetown has 
rounded out its coaching staff until it 
assumes rank with any college in the 
land. Lou Little in football, John 
O’Reilly in track, Ben Eagan in base- 
ball and Elmer Ripley in basketball, 
form a quartet of coaches who are sure 
to keep the name of the Blue and Gray 
in a prominent position in the college 
athletic world.

“If you have reason 
to believe that this witness is being 
subjected to intimidation by Govern- 
ment counsel in this case I want to 
know it now.”

The text of the Statement made by 
Col. Easby-Smith follows:

Commissioners hav> submitted to Con- 
gress their report on the new site in 
which they recommend that the mar- 
ket be temporarily located on public 
property in the Mall pending determi- 
mation of the final permanent site. 


Hope for Early Action 


“The Commissioners hope that early 
ection will be taken by Congress upon 
their report, and that the action will be 
such as to enable them to remove the 
entire farmers’ market from its present 
site in time to meet the wishes of the 
Treasury Department. 

“Pending action by Congress in the 
Matter, however, the Commissioners co 
Not feel that they are in a position to 
definitely commit themselves upon the 
subject matter of your lettre.” 

Salvatore Scalco, fruit commission 
merchant who has been promoting the 
Sputhwest site named by the Commis- 
sioners as their choice for a permanent 
market, yesterday wrote the Commis- 
Sioners acknowledging their choice, but 
objecting to their recommendation for 
@ temporary location elsewhere. His 
letter said:

CONSIDER ITEMS APART 


Advantage is being taken of extension 
by Congress of six months in the time 
within which sums paid for motor car 
operators’ permits may be expended 
for traffic signals to increase the care 
with which the recent bids for the 
equipment are being considered. 

A committee headed by Maj. L. E. At- 
kins, assistant to the Engineer Commis- 
sioner, is considering the bids and prob- 
ably will call engineers for some of the 
competing bidders to sit with them at 
an early date. 

The four lowest bidders for the equip- 
‘ment, in the order named, were the 
General Electric Co., the American Gas 
Accumulator Co., proposing to furnish 
General Electric devices; the Harring- 
ton-Seaberg Corporation and _ the 
Crouse-Hinds Co. 

But the problem of awarding the con- 
tract is more complex than merely fig- 
uring who is lowest bidder on all the 
material. The General Electric Co. is 
not lowest on all items, of which there 
are twelye groups. 

The conditions of the bidding in- 
cluded freedom by the Commissioners 
to purchase some items from one 
bidder and other items from other bid- 
ders, taking advantage of the lowest 
price quoted for each item. 

The problem is still more complex 
than figuring the lowest bid on each 
item. The question arises whether the 
detailed items of different bidders will 
fit together to make a workable traffic 
signal system as, for instance, whether 
the lamps of one concern will fit on the 
brackets supplied by a competitor. It 
is questions such as these that the bid- 
ders’ engineers will be called upon to 
discuss. 

Originally the District officials were 
required by Congress to obligate the 
money for traffic signals, amounting 
to nearly $300,000, including installa- 
tion costs, by December 31. This time 
was extended for six ménthsé in the de- 
ficiency bill passed by Congréss so that 
the Commissioners can use the money 
up to June 30, 1928. 

After the contracts for signal equip- 
ment have been awarded, to cost 
around $35,000, contracts for several 
times that amount will have to be let 
for cable and Anstallation by the Poto- 
mac Electric Power Co.

‘Mrs. James A. Ailsworth Had 
Feared His Death When 
First News Came.

SHOCK MAY KILL HERO’S 
AGED MOTHER, HER FEAR 


Chief. Carpenter’s Mate Had 
Been Honored for Saving 
Planes in Anacostia. 


The Navy’s second tragedy within 
four days darkened another Washington 
home for Christmas when word was re¢ 
ceived yesterday that James Raynor 
Allsworth, 41 years old, of 5101 Illi- 
nois’ avenue northwest, aviation chief 
carpenter’s mate on the airplane car-_ 
rier U. 8S. S. Langley, had been killed in 
an explosion of a gasoline tank on the 
vessel while in the harbor at San 
Diego, Calif.

She had feared for the worst 
when informed of the tragedy by news- 
paper reports early yesterday afternoon, 
but became completely distracted when 
officially notified of the death of her 
husband early jlast night by the Navy 
Department. 


“The news will kill his invalid 
mother,” the widow said. The aged 
mother lives: with a daughter and two . 
sons in Deltaville, Va. . 

Aillsworth had been in the Navy 
eleven years, seven of which were spent . 
at the naval air station at Anacostia. 
He was.transferred to the Langley four 
months ago from the naval air station. — 
Ailsworth proved himself a hero in the 
#1,000,000 fire at, the naval] air station at 
Anacostia about six years ago, when, at 
the risk of his jife, he aided in saving 
several. seaplanegs when two hangars 
were destroyed, He received serious 
burns while fighting this fire. 

Alilsworth manifested intensive in- 
terest in aviation when a young mat. 
Shortly after joining the Nayy he was 
assigned to thig branch of the service. 
During his fifteen months of service in 
France during the World War Ailsworth 
designed a dummy bomb and bomb- 
dropping apparatus that naval officera) 
approved for use in bombing practice 
operations by embryo aviators and 
bombers. He also has made several im- 
provements on airplane apparatus that 
have met with the approval of naval 
officials. 

Mrs. Ailsworth hag asked that the 
body of her husband be shipped im- 
mediately to thig city. It is expected to 
arrive here Christmas eve. Although 
funeral arrangements have not been 
completed, it is the desire of Mrs. Ails- 
worth that her husband be buried in 
Arlington National Cemetery.
